SYNOPSIS: 


On Sunday, December 10, 2017, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Sergeants Luan 
Dang, Jeremy Carr, and Lieutenant Minh Dinh responded to Artesia, California, 
regarding a deputy involved hit-shooting incident. IAB investigators learned 
Deputy Christopher Cadman was involved in a fight and used the Taser on 
Suspect Frank Lopez. The Taser was ineffective, and Suspect Lopez used a 
knife to stab Deputy Cadman. Deputies “— aan 
arrived to assist Deputy Cadman. Deputy] used his Taser and baton 
and attempted to stop Suspect Lopez from stabbing Deputies Cadman and 

however, the less lethal options were ineffective as Suspect Lopez 
continued to stab the deputies. Deputy Cadman utilized his Department 
authorized firearm and fired two rounds at Suspect Lopez, striking him in the 
chest. Suspect Lopez was transported to Long Beach Memorial Hospital where 
he was pronounced dead. 


The on-duty watch commander, Lieutenant Eric Castano, took reasonable steps 
to ensure the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among 
themselves, or with uninvolved persons, prior to being interviewed by the 
assigned investigators. Additionally, the involved and witness personnel did not 
collectively consult with their attorneys or union representatives. The involved 
and witness personnel were gathered in the company of a supervisor until they 
provided their statements to the assigned investigators. 


Homicide Detectives Mark Perez and Philip Guzman arrived and assumed 
control of the shooting investigation. For further information, refer to the shooting

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SUMMARY 


On December 10, 2017, at approximately 2112 hours, Lakewood Station desk 
personnel received an anonymous call of a suspicious vehicle in the area of 185" 
Street and Norwalk Boulevard in the city of Artesia, Incident #L/KD17344-0378 
[EXHIBIT A, page 11]. The call was assigned to Deputies [EK Unit #134) 
and en #134A). Deputy Cadman was in the area and added himself 
to the call. Deputies meer and Cadman responded to the call 
together. 


Approximately six minutes later, Lakewood Station received a second call from 
the anonymous caller, later identified as Witness EEE Witness 

told Lakewood Station desk personnel the suspicious vehicle had driven onto a 
lawn, and the driver abandoned the vehicle, Incident #LKD17344-0382 [EXHIBIT 
A, page 12]. Deputies HEE 20d Cadman continued their response 
and checked the surrounding area. 


As Deputy Cadman travelled northbound_on Elaine Avenue, he was flagged 
down by Witness Witness| pointed to the suspect's vehicle, 
which was abandoned on a lawn. Witnes: informed Deputy Cadman the 
suspect was last seen walking westbound on Droxford Street. Deputy Cadman

Deputy Cadman stopped his patrol vehicle at the front of ay 
He exited his patrol vehicle and ordered Suspect Lopez to walk toward him. 
Deputy Cadman used his portable radio and informed Deputies [liland 
he had located the suspect. Deputy Cadman instructed Suspect Lopez 

to come toward him; however, Suspect Lopez avoided Deputy Cadman and 
walked westbound onto the driveway of the next property 

. Deputy Cadman ordered Suspect Lopez to stop. Suspect Lopez 
stopped approximately 15 feet away from Deputy Cadman, turned around, raised 
his arms, and clinched his hands into fists. Suspect Lopez took a fighting 
posture, challenged Deputy Cadman to fight, and walk toward Deputy Cadman. 


Deputy Cadman removed his Taser from the holster and fired it at Suspect 
Lopez. The Taser struck Suspect Lopez in the chest and took immediate effect 
as Suspect Lopez stopped advancing toward Deputy Cadman and went down to 
his knees. Suspect Lopez ripped the Taser prongs out from his chest. Deputy 
Cadman knew his assisting units were close by and believed Suspect Lopez 
would continue to fight if he got back on his feet. Deputy Cadman took the 
opportunity, while he was in a position of advantage, and approached Suspect 
Lopez. Deputy Cadman used his right knee and kneed Suspect Lopez in the 
face.

Once Deputy Cadman kneed Suspect Lopez in the face, the suspect fell 
backward. Deputy Cadman got on top of Suspect Lopez and straddled him. 
While lying on his back, Suspect Lopez punched Deputy Cadman in the chest 
and head several times. Deputy Cadman punched Suspect Lopez’ face several 
times and ordered him to stop fighting. Suspect Lopez refused to comply, rolled 
over to his left side, and began punching (in a hammer fist fashion) at Deputy 
Cadman’s chest and face. Some punches hit Deputy Cadman, and some 
missed. Deputy Cadman believed Suspect Lopez was holding a pen in his right 
hand when he made the hammer fist punches. 


Deputy ii arrived approximately one minute after Deputy Cadman engaged 
Suspect Lopez. Deputy grabbed Suspect Lopez’ right hand at which time 
she realized the suspect was holding a knife. Deputies Cadman and 

attempted to control Suspect Lopez’ right hand by grabbing his right wrist and 
extending his right arm above his head. Suspect Lopez pulled his right arm 
toward his body and the deputies started to lose their grip on the suspect's right 
wrist. 


As Deputies Cadman andi held onto Suspect Lopez’ right wrist, Deputy 
arrived and saw Suspect Lopez holding a knife in his right hand. 
Deputy emoved his Taser from the holster and tased Suspect Lopez. 
The Taser had no effect as Suspect Lopez held onto the knife and continued to 
thrash his body. Deputy EE stomped" on Suspect Lopez’ forearm in an 
attempt to remove the knife from Suspect Lopez’ right hand. Deputy 
stomp had no effect as Suspect Lopez continued to hold onto the knife and 
swung it at Deputies Cadman and 


Deputy I bolstered his Taser and removed his expandable baton from the 
holster. Suspect Lopez continued to swing the knife at Deputies Cadman and 

Deputy Isc Suspect Lopez with his baton in the arm and 
jabbed Suspect Lopez’ face several times; however, Suspect Lopez continued to 
swing the knife at the neck and face of Deputies Cadman and Deputies 
Cadman and received cuts on their hands as they held onto Suspect 
Lopez’ right hand. At this point, Deputies Cadman and had been stabbed 
and had injuries. Deputies Cadman, Eg and used control holds, 
personal weapons and impact weapons; however, Suspect Lopez refused to let 
go of the knife and continued to swing the knife at the deputies. Fearing Suspect 
Lopez would stab him and/or his partner, Deputy Cadman shot Suspect Lopez 
twice in the upper body with his firearm. 


After the shooting, Suspect Lopez lied motionless. The deputies removed the 
knife from Suspect Lopez hand and administered life-saving procedures until 
paramedics arrived. Suspect Lopez was transported to Long Beach Memorial 
Hospital where he was pronounced dead. Additional Lakewood Station units 
arrived and secured the scene until they were relieved by homicide investigators. 
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DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District 
Attorney's Office reviewed the shooting of Suspect Lopez by Deputy Cadman. In 
their Letter of Opinion [EXHIBIT B], dated May 6, 2020, Deputy District Attorney 
Shannon Presby concluded Deputy Cadman acted lawfully in self-defense at the 
time he fired his weapon. There would be no further action from the District 
Attorney's Office.

STATEMENTS 


The following interviews were recorded and transcribed. For more information 
and precise wording, refer to the Compact Disc submitted with this case 
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containing the verbatim interview transcriptions and audio recordings. The 
following narrative contains summaries of the interviews: 


INVOLVED PERSONNEL 
Deputy Christopher Cadman 


On December 12, 2017, Homicide Detectives Philip Guzman and Mark Perez 
interviewed Deputy Cadman. On October 8, 2020, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang 
interviewed Deputy Cadman. Attorney Amanda Waters from the Law Offices of 
Rains Lucia Stern St. Phalle & Silver represented Deputy Cadman during the 
interviews. 


On December 10, 2017, Deputy Cadman was assigned to work Unit 132A on the 
PM shift. A call of a suspicious person driving around the neighborhood and 


looking into cars was transmitted over the radio and assigned to Deputies IEE 
and Deputy Cadman added himself to the call and assisted Deputies 
and in a search of the area for the vehicle. 
Deputies IE) ME. and Cadman worked in different vehicles and 
coordinated their plan in person to search the area. As Deputy Cadman 
searched for the suspicious vehicle, an update from Lakewood Station desk 
personnel advised the vehicle had “crashed” onto a lawn and a male Hispanic, 
later identified as Suspect Lopez, was seen walking away from the scene 
(Deputy Cadman’s Homicide transcript, page 4). While searching for Suspect 
Lopez, Deputy Cadman was flagged down by a male, later identified by Homicide 
investigators as Witness MENEN Witnes tid Deputy Cadman that 
Suspect Lopez was last seen walking westbound on Droxford Street. As Deputy 
Cadman drove slowly westbound on Droxford Street, he saw Suspect Lopez hide 


between trashcans ail Droxford Street. The trashcans were approximately 
60 feet south of the sidewalk. 


Deputy Cadman exited his patrol vehicle and ordered Suspect Lopez to come 
out. Suspect Lopez initially walked toward Deputy Cadman. However, when 
Suspect Lopez was approximately 30 feet from Deputy Cadman, he changed 
direction and walked westbound to the next property. Deputy Cadman again 
instructed Suspect Lopez to come to him. Suspect Lopez told Deputy Cadman, 
“fuck you” at which time Deputy Cadman removed his Taser from his holster. 
Suspect Lopez raised his hands, took a fighting stance, and walked toward 
Deputy Cadman. Suspect Lopez said, “All right, motherfucker, let's fucking do 
this” (Deputy Cadman’s Homicide transcript, pages 7 and 8). 


As Deputy Cadman aimed his Taser at Suspect Lopez, he ordered the suspect to 
get on the ground. Suspect Lopez refused to obey the commands and advanced 
toward Deputy Cadman until he was approximately 10 to 15 feet away. Deputy 
Cadman took two to three steps backward and fired his Taser at Suspect Lopez. 
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The Taser seem to have a temporary effect as Suspect Lopez went down to his 
knees. Suspect Lopez attempted to pull the Taser prongs out of his chest. 
Believing Suspect Lopez would fight if he got back on his feet, Deputy Cadman 
took the opportunity while in the position of advantage to engage the suspect. 
Deputy Cadman utilized his portable radio to broadcast he was involved in a 
fight. Deputy Cadman’s radio traffic is included in this case under [EXHIBIT D]. 


IAB Note: The Taser Activation Log showed Deputy Cadman’s Taser 
was activated on December 10, 2017, at 2127 hours for a five-second 
duration [EXHIBIT A, page 60, Sequential #190]. 


Deputy Cadman used his right knee and kneed Suspect Lopez one time in the 
face. Suspect Lopez fell backward, and landed on his back on the ground. 
Deputy Cadman straddled Suspect Lopez’ waist, pressed his Taser on the 
suspect's chest, and tased the suspect a second time. Suspect Lopez thrust his 
hips upward, which caused Deputy Cadman to lose his balance. Deputy 
Cadman let go of the Taser so he could use his hands to brace himself. Suspect 
Lopez rolled to his left side and began to strike Deputy Cadman with his right fist 
in a hammer-like fashion. Deputy Cadman punched Suspect Lopez several 
times in the face and told him to stop fighting. 


Deputy B arrived approximately 30 seconds later and shined her vehicle 
headlights at Deputy Cadman and Suspect Lopez. As Deputy [Vehicle's 
headlights illuminated the area, Deputy Cadman saw an object (later identified as 
a knife) in the suspect's right hand. Deputy Cadman realized Suspect Lopez had 
been punching his face, neck, chest, and rib area with the knife. Deputies 
Cadman and grabbed Suspect Lopez’ right hand at which point Deputy 
Cadman noticed his (Deputy Cadman’s) right hand and arm were covered in 
blood. At that moment, Deputy Cadman realized he had been stabbed. 


As Deputies Cadman and] held onto Suspect Lopez’ right hand, they 
continued to order him to stop fighting. Simultaneously, Deputy EEE arrived 
on scene. Deputy| stomped on Suspect Lopez’ hand; however, Suspect 
Lopez refused to let go of the knife as he rolled his body from side to side. 
Deputy Cadman saw Deputy use his expandable baton in a “jamming 
motion” against the suspect’s chest and face. Suspect Lopez refused to let go of 
the knife. He rolled his body to the left and broke away from Deputies Cadman’s 
and grasp. Deputy Cadman was exhausted, and lost control of the 
suspect's right hand. After Deputy Cadman lost control, he heard Deputy 

say she lost control of the knife. In fear, Suspect Lopez would stab them; Deputy 
Cadman removed his firearm and announced he was going to shoot. After 
making the announcement, Deputy Cadman shot Suspect Lopez twice in his 
upper body. Deputy Cadman shot in a downward position toward the ground, 
and was within several inches from the suspect. Immediately after the shooting, 
Suspect Lopez stopped fighting and lied motionless. 
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Deputies Cadman, B and assessed themselves and removed the 
knife from Suspect Lopez’ hand. Additional units arrived and rendered medical 
aid to Suspect Lopez. Deputy Cadman sustained a cut to his right hand and a 
puncture on his shirt and vest. Deputy Cadman was treated for his injuries and 
later interviewed by Homicide investigators at Lakewood Station. 


On December 11, 2017, Homicide Detectives Philip Guzman and Mark Perez 
interviewed Deputy | On 29, 2020, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed 
Deputy.

On December 10, 2017, Deputy was assigned to work Unit 134 on the PM 
shift. Deputy was assigned a call of a suspicious vehicle driving erratically 
on Elaine Avenue, Incident #LKD17344-0378 [EXHIBIT A, page 11]. Deputy 

was with Deputies Cadman and Pen ae the call was dispatched to 
her and Deputy M Deputy Cadman assigned himself to the call, and they 
devised a plan to split up and check the area. 


While checking the area, Deputy received an update from the Lakewood 
desk personnel the suspect had driven onto a lawn and was last seen running 
across a park toward a church on Clarkdale Avenue, Incident #LKD17344-0382 
[EXHIBIT A, page 12]. As Deputy, continued to check the area, she 
heard Deputy Cadman on direct mode from her portable radio. The radio traffic 
indicated Deputy Cadman located Suspect Lopez on Droxford Street. While 
responding to Deputy Cadman’s location, Deputy M ar Deputy Cadman 
broadcast he was involved in a fight. 


IAB Note: Direct mode on a portable radio allows deputies to 
communicate with each other when in close proximity of each other 
without transmitting their messages through the main channel 


Deputy arrived at the location approximately 30 seconds later and saw 
Deputy Cadman straddling Suspect Lopez’ waist. Suspect Lopez was lying flat 
on his back on the sidewalk. Deputy[i exited her patrol vehicle when she 
saw Deputy Cadman punch Suspect Lopez in the face while simultaneously 
ordering him to stop fighting. Deputy saw Suspect Lopez punch Deputy 
Cadman in the face. Suspect Lopez rolled toward his left side as he held an 
object in his hand. The suspect used the object in a hammer fist motions to 
punch Deputy Cadman in the chest and head. 


Deputy [MM kneeled on the ground, and attempted to grab the suspect's right 

hand. When Suspect Lopez punched Deputy Cadman in the chest, Deputy 
heard a “pop” type of sound and believed Suspect Lopez was holding an 

object. As Deputy Bi attempted to grab Suspect Lopez’ right wrist to control 
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his fist, the suspect punched her in the chest. Suspect Lopez swung the metal 
object at Deputy Cadman’s and Deputy [EM chest, neck, and head 
numerous times while refusing to obey Deputy Cadman’s orders to stop fighting. 
Using both of her arms, Deput grabbed Suspect Lopez’ right fist and saw 
a metal object (Deputy Homicide transcript, pages 15 and 16). 
Deputy partially opened Suspect Lopez’ right hand at which time she 
recognized the suspect had a fully extended butterfly knife in his hand. Deputy 


demonstrated she opened Suspect Lopez’ right hand by pulling his ring 
and pinky fingers away from his palm. 


Deputy [J told Deputy Cadman that Suspect Lopez had a knife in his right 
hand. Suspect Lopez refused to obey the deputies’ instructions to stop fighting 
and continued to strike the deputies with the knife. Suspect Lopez cut Deputy 

shirt. Deputy [I grabbed Suspect Lopez’ right wrist with both of her 
hands and extended the suspect's right arm above his head in an attempt to limit 
the number of Suspect Lopez’ strikes. 


As Deputy held onto i Lopez’ right hand, Deputy [EM arrived 


at the location. Deputy used his expandable baton and “jabbed” 
Suspect Lopez in the head two or three times. Deput lost her grip on the 
suspect's right wrist. Deputy told Deputies and Cadman that 
Suspect Lopez refused to let go of the knife. Suspect Lopez broke free from 
Deputy AE oresp and pulled his right hand from above his head down 
toward his shoulders. 


In an attempt to regain control of Suspect Lopez’ right hand, and in fear Suspect 
Lopez would stab her or her partner, Deputy grabbed Suspect Lopez’ right 
hand. As Deputy grabbed Suspect Lopez’ right hand, the suspect cut her 
left thumb with the knife as he pulled the knife from above his head toward his 
chest. Deputy EE heard Deputy Cadman say, “I’m gonna shoot him” (Deputy 
Homicide transcript, page 20). Deputy [i moved out of the way 
eard two gunshots. Suspect Lopez went limp and lied motionless. Deputy 
used her portable radio, broadcast the shooting, and requested 

paramedics [EXHIBIT D]. 


After the shooting, Deputies J Cadman, and | checked themselves. 
Once they checked themselves and determined Suspect Lopez was no longer a 
threat, Deput lapproached the suspect and kicked the knife away. 
Deputies nd positioned Suspect Lopez on the sidewalk and 
began to render medical aid. Additional deputies (NFD) arrived and started chest 
compressions.

As Deputy [EEE checked the area, he heard emergent radio traffic from 
Deputy Cadman, who had located Suspect Lopez on Droxford Street.

Homicide transcript, page 5). When Deputy, arrived at Droxford 
Street, he saw Deputies Cadman and on the ground with Suspect Lopez. 


Deputy noticed that Deputy Cadman had blood on his hand and some 
on his shirt” (Deputy IEEE Homicide transcript, page 10). Suspect 
Lopez was lying on his left side with his left arm extended above his head while 
holding a knife.

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continued to move his left arm in an attempt to free his left wrist from Deputy 

grasp. Deputy M removed his expandable baton from his duty

sustained any injuries. Additional deputies arrived on scene and Deputy Quinton 
Mcgee performed Cardio Pulmonary Resuscitation until paramedics arrived on 
scene and took over. 


EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 
Deputy Rachel De Hoyos 


On September 8, 2020, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Deputy De Hoyos. 
Attorney William Hadden from the Law Offices of Rains Lucia Stern, St. Phalle & 
Silver, PC represented Deputy De Hoyos. 


On December 10, 2017, Deputy De Hoyos was assigned to work in a two person 
unit (Unit 135A) with he lll ep Tyler Milton). While patrolling in 

Artesia, Deputy De Hoyos heard emergent radio traffic of a deputy involved in a 
fight. While responding to the location, Deputy De Hoyos heard an update on the 
radio from Deputy that a “shooting” occurred. When Deputy De Hoyos 
arrived at the scene, she saw Deputies Cadman and {J Deputy De Hoyos 
saw blood on Deputy Cadman’s shirt and blood on one of Deputy ends. 
Deputy Cadman appeared, “shocked.” Deputies and Quinton McGee 
were already at the scene and rendered medical aid to Suspect Lopez. Deputy 
De Hoyos escorted Deputies Cadman and [ieway from the scene. 


CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


On December 19, 2017, Homicide Detectives Philip Guzman and Mark Perez 
interviewed Witness | Witness [J knew Suspect Lopez since they 
were kids and grew up in the same neighborhood. 


On December 10, 2017, Witness [was inside his house when he saw 
Suspect Lopez driving erratically in the neighborhood. Witness [saw 
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Suspect Lopez chase an unknown male with his vehicle. The unknown male ran 
into a front yard as Suspect Lopez drove over the curb toward the unknown 

male. The suspect's vehicle struck a palm tree on the lawn. The vehicle became 
disabled. The unknown male ran westbound on Droxford Street and out of view. 
Suspect Lopez exited his vehicle and hid between the houses on the south side 
of Droxford Street when the first deputy arrived. 


As the deputy made contact with Suspect Lopez, Witness [EE heard the 
deputy tell the suspect to get on the ground; however, Suspect Lopez did not 
comply (Witness BE Homiciae transcript, page 9). Witness| 

temporarily lost sight of the deputy as he closed the blinds and went to a different 
window. When he looked outside from another window, Witness] saw 
three deputies squatting on the ground while “wrestling” with Suspect Lopez 
Witness aa Homicide transcript, page 10). Witness] saw one of 
the deputies hit Suspect Lopez with a_baton six to seven times, but his view was 
partially blocked by a bush. Witness EE was unable to see where the 
deputy struck the suspect. After the deputy hit Suspect Lopez with the baton, 
Witness | heard three gunshots and saw the suspect lie motionless. A 
bush was blocking Witness | view. He was unable to provide details 
regarding the deputies, and suspect's actions on the ground. Witness 

interview was summarized by Homicide Detectives Perez and Guzman under 
[EXHIBIT A, pages 54 and 55]. 


On December 19, 2017. Homicide Detectives Philip Guzman and Mark Perez 


interviewed Witness fae 


Witness [EE was inside his house when he heard the sound of a vehicle run 
over a curb. Witnes looked out his window and saw a vehicle parked on 
a lawn. Witness| exited his house and walked toward the vehicle when he 
saw Suspect Lopez punch an unknown male in the face, as he was lying on the 
ground (Wines omic transcript, page 3). The unknown male 
ran away from Suspect Lopez. 


Witness called Lakewood Station and spoke to dispatch. While Witness 
was on the phone with Lakewood Station dispatch, he saw two patrol 
vehicles in the area. Witness]flagged down one of the patrol vehicles and 
spoke to a deputy (Deputy Cadman). Witness told Deputy Cadman that 
Suspect Lopez ran westbound on Droxford Street. Witness| ent back 
into his house and later heard the gunshots. Witness did not see the 
interactions between noel Cadman and Suspect Lopez after he went back 


inside his house. Witness interview was summarized by Homicide 
Detectives Perez and Guzman under [EXHIBIT A, pages 53 and 54]. 
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On December 12, 2017, Homicide Detectives Philip Guzman and Mark Perez 
interviewed Witness iat his residence. 


On December 10, 2017, Winess I ros side his house when he heard 
yelling coming from the street. Witness exited his house and saw a 
patrol vehicle parked in the middle of the street. On the other side of the patrol 
vehicle, Witness M saw three deputies whom appeared to be crouching 
over and holding a person down (Suspect Lopez). Suspect Lopez was lying on 
the ground as one of the deputies punched, kicked, and used a baton to beat 
him. Witness heard one of the deputies yell, “Drop the knife.” 


Approximately ten seconds later, one of the deputies pulled out a gun. Witness 

saw muzzle flashes and heard two or three gunshots (Witness EE 
Homicide transcript, page 3). After the gunshots, Witness | went back 
inside his house. From his windows, he saw a deputy administer CPR before 
paramedics arrived and transported Suspect Lopez away. Witness] 
interview was summarized by Homicide Detectives Guzman and Perez under 
[EXHIBIT A, pages 52 and 53]. 
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
